There  is  no 
passenger  traffic.  Members  of  the  crew  would  be  examined 
on  board. 

(b)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing 
and  other  articles. 

Use  of  steam  disinfestor  at  Lancaster  £  District 
Isolation  Hospital  and  one  owned  by  Morecambe  Borough 
Council. 

Appliances  and  materials  are  available  for  the  disin¬ 
fecting  of  ships,  which  would  be  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Health  Department  staff. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  persons. 

No  special  premises. 

(d)  Hospital  accommodation. 

Lancaster  &  District  Isolation  Hospital  take  all  cases 
except  smallpox  for  which  special  arrangements  have  to  be 
made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

(e)  Ambulance  transport. 

This  is  arranged  through  No. 2  Divisional  Health  Office, 
of  Lancashire  County  Council. 

(f)  Supervision  of  contacts. 

Contacts  requiring  to  be  kept  under  surveillance  would 
be  kept  on  board  or  accommodated  at  hospital. 

8.  Arrangements  for  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination 
of  rats  for  plague. 

Submitted  to  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Lancaster 
Infirmary. 

9.  Arrangements  for  other  bacteriological  or  pathological

If  necessary,  would  attend  clinic  at  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary.
